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Criminal brutality on the part of 
police is responsible for the death © 
Henry Clements. The man died in a : 
District patrol] wagon on his way from 
the station to the Dispensary. . 

A post-morten examination by Dr. H. L. 
Nietert showed that the man died from con- 
cussion of the brain. Dispensary Physician 
Lippe declares that the man’s skull Was 


cracked when the police brutally 
him into the patrol wagon on taking him 
from the Dispensary to the station. 

Clements, who belonged to a “re . 
but became an outcast through intemper 
habits, had been picked up on High and 
Morgan streets Christmas eve in a state 
of alcoholic coma. He was taken to e 
Dispensary, where Dr. Lippe revived 
sufficiently to get his name. He wanted te 
go to the hospital but the doctor thought 
the station was a good enough place to 
sleep off his drunk, The officers ed 
the man up and pitched him Into the patrol 
wagon, His head struck the W n bed 
with terrible force. Dr. Lippe heard the 
impact of his skull on the hard board and 
went out into the alley and warned the 
1 not to kill the patient with their 
brutaHty. 

Dr. Lippe knew that the bones in the skull 
of a chronic inebriate are brittle as giass, 
and a slight blow is sufficient to shatter 
them. Several men have been killed. by am- 
bulahce drivers and policemen through ig- 
norance of this fact. Clements ts the latest 
instance. 

When the man was brought back to the 
Third District Station he was in a stupor. 
He was shoved into a cell, where he spent 
the night. In the morning thę turnkey spoke 
to him, and as he appeared sober he went 
to get the Sergeant’s permisison to release 
him. He came back a moment later and 
ound Clements lying lifeless S the cell 
oor. He was hurriedly lifted into the patrol 
Wagon and sent to the Dispensary. Dr. 
Hartwig pronounced the man dead, and 
the journey was continued to the Morgue. 

Capt. Peter Joyce of the Third Distri 
on hearing of Clements’ death, tried to 
shift the blame on the Dispensary physi- 
cians. 

Dr. Lippe knew at once why the man 
had died. There was not a mark on him 
when the police brought him to the Dis- 
pensary, but when r. Lippe went to 
the Morgue to satisfy his own cumosity he 
found the back of Clements’ head badly 
crushed. ‘ 

„The contusion was serious enough fo 
brain or the rup- 
said Dr. Lippe. “I 
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tting him back into the hood- 


The Coroner held an inquest on Clements 
at II o'clock, 

Officers Tebeau and Hunt testified to 
finding Clements lying in the gutter near 
George Lewis’. oon, on High and Lin- 
dell streets. He seemed to be in a drunken 
stupor, and they took him into the saloon 
while the Third District police patrol was 
summoned. The man appeared to them to 
be having a whisky fit and his muscles were 
drawn and rigid. He could not walk, so 
they carried him to the wagon with Officer 
Murphy’s assistance. The man was taken 
to the City Dispensary, where Dr. Lippe 
examined him, and said to take him back 
to the station, as he was drunk. 

While waiting for the doctor an ambu- 
lance driver saturated some cotton with 
ammonia and held it under his nose. 
Clements was put back into the patrol 
wagon and taken to the Third District, 
where he was locked up. The officers de- 
clared they used considerable care in hand- 
ling Clements. 

Sergeant Sullivan received the prisoner 
and ordered officer Stanley to lock him up, 
He was found by Sergeant King at 7: 
o’clock on Christmas morning in a coma- 
tose condition. King ordered him taken to 
the Dispensary. 

He was placed on a stretcher and put 
in the bottom of the wagon, but died before 
reaching the Dispensa Officer Taylor ac- 
companied the man and said he was barely 
alive when he started. 

Sylvester Charpiot, bartender, and George 
Lewis, saloon-keeper, testified that Clements 
drank a great deal and had been drinking 
that night. 

Peter McGauley, patrol driver, who re- 
sponded to Tebeau’s call for the wagon, 
told. of the trip to the saloon and Dispen- 
Sary, and said that when the meh were 
putting Clements into the wagon his head 
Was allowed to drop heavily on the bottom. 
He saw and heard the fall. At the station 
he heard Clements say he had muscular re- 
action. 

Dr. Lippe, Assistant Surgeon at the Dis. 
pensary, said the man was brought in 
about 1 a. m., Dee. 2%. He examined his 
head and found no injury. The man spoke 
and acted as if drunk, and he ordered him 
taken to the station. Officer Murphy car. 
ried the man by the shoulders and Tebeau ‘ 
and another man had hold of his legs. They 
dumped him into the wagon head first. His 
head was allowed to fall on the wagon bed 
with full force. The Doctor remarked that 
they had better be careful or else they woul 
have to take him to the Morgue instead o 
the station, but no attention was paid to 
his remark. There were no ma on 
Clements when he was in the Dispensary. 

John Vantilburg, night watch at the City 
Hall, corroborated Dr. Lippe’s statements, 
and thaught the police handled Clements 
entirely too roughly. He heard the fall, and 
said Clements became still immediately 
aterward. 

Ambulance Drivers Graves and Maul tes- 
tified to the same facts, and the jury re- 
tired to return a verdict, 

After deliberating a half hour the jury 
decided that Clements came to his death 
from a blow on the kead recelved in an un- 
known nianner to the jury, and while he 
was suffering from chronic alcoholism.

Municipal Assembly January 3. 


The draft of the ordinance designed to put 
the wires underground is 80 far advanced 
that it wil Ibe ready for presentation to the 
Municipal Assembly on Jan. 3. Supervisor 
of City Lighting O'Reilly, has the main 
points of the ordinance in shape already. 

The main points are that all wires be 
tween Wash and Poplar streets may be 
placed underground and the necessary per- 
mits shall be issued by the Board of Pub- 
lic Improvements. Each compan 4 
ing space in the conduits i) bear its 
pro rata of the cost of the iginal con- 
struction and shall thereafter pay into t 
city each year 5 per cent of its gross earn 
ings. Out of this stm shall be taken a 
sufficient amount to derfray the expenses 
of maintaining the cond and the resi- 
due, if any, is to go to the general fund of 
the city. 

The general feeling among the members 
of the Board of Public Improvements is that 
it will be unwise at thie t o try to com- 
pel the corporations arbitrarily to put the 
wires in conduits.

LINCOLN’S VIEWS. 


Opinion of the Venezuela Question Ex- 
pressed in a Recent Interview. 


CHICAGO, III., Dec. 27.—Robert T. Lin- 
coln, who has been asked to serve on the 


Venezuelan boundary commission, had not 
returned home last night, although‘ it was 
reported that he had left New York twenty- 
four hours previously. In the absence of a 
definite utteranee from Mr. Lincoln, a re- 
cently published interview with him will be 
— interesting and significant. In this he 
said: 

“As Congress now has the matter in hand 
We may see in the near future some action 
toward the settlement of the boundary 
question in Venezuela. I think it was in 
1891, while I was Minister to England, that 
this Government asked me to act as inter- 
mediary in a boundary line dispute between 
England and Venezuela (not the dispute now 
spoken of). Dr. Pulido came from — 
as commissioner and I acted as intermediary, 
as instructed, holding many audiences with 
the Marquis of Salisbury. The latter offered 
to arbitrate the question at that time, but 
the Venezuelan emissary declined to ac 
cept any settlement other than a fixed line 
marked on his official charts. This broke off 
diplomatic relations and ended my position 
in the matter. Dr. Pulido returned to Car- 
acas, the Venezuelan Minister to Great 
Britian was recalled and England acted 
likewise. While that ended the negotiations, 
England lost no time in reaching out for 
more extensive boundary lines. The bound- | 
ary upon which I was asked to assist in 
making settlement is far to the east of this 
present alleged encroachment. In this sec- 
tion are said to be gold mines of great rich- 
ness, so that ah extensive field is offered to 
British enterprise. England’s policy is al- 
ways to reach out and secure choice térri- 
tory wherever found and in this cage itis not 
to wondered at that a great mini dis- 
trict should be ‘the object of a determined 
effort. The British must have gained a firm 
hold in British Guiana. At the mouth of the 
Orinoco River they maintain large fortifica- 
tions. I believe in the Monroe doctrine in 
connection with the Venezuela troubles, 
aber this Government is prepared to en- 
orce it.“

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THE MISSOURI FLOODS, 


As the reports come in, the damage 
from the floods on the Osage and other 
Missouri rivers grows to serious pro- 
portions. Life has been lost and a great 
many families will be in danger of starv- 
ing unless help is supplied. By mortgag- 
ing their farms some can tide over the 
trouble. Others, who are already mort- 
gaged, will not be able to fall back upon 
that poor resource, 

It is thought that the damage will not 
fall below $5,000,000. That is an immense 
sum for farmers and country merchants 
to lose. By coming at this time of the 
year, too, the floods have caught their 
victims just when it will be most difficult 
to retrieve the damage. There is no 
doubt that we have not seen the worst 
of this winter yet. 

Missouri people are buoyant and self- 
reliant. It may be that the counties can 
take care of those who have been ruined 
by this disaster. The more fortunate 
have already done much to help their 
neighbors who have suffered. But if it 
should turn out that other aid is needed, 
St, Louis should be the first to respond 
to the call. There is no need to go out- 
side the State for any help. St. Louis 
gets the bulk of the trade from the Osage 
country, and St. Louis owes it to herself 
and to Missouri to do whatever may be 
found necessary to prevent famine and 
death from following on the heels of the 
floods. ee :

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STREET RAILWAY ASSESSMENTS. 


The assessments of the street railroads 
for last year and a comparison of them 
with the assessments of the year 1891, 
which were published by the Post-Dis- 
patch yesterday, are a revelation of the 
manner in which wealthy public cor- 
porations manage to evade taxation. 

No one will deny that the street rall- 
road properties in this city have steadily 
and rapidly increased in value with the 
use of cables and electricity and the 
growth of population. Yet in the main 
the assessments of the street railways 
have been reduced instead of Increased 
Bince 1891. The Citizens’ Railway has 
been reduced $12,000, the Missouri $1,000, 
the St. Louis $9,000 and the People's 
$11,000. With growing population and 
increasing traffic and earnings the as- 
Bessments are cut down to the level of 
roads which were undervalued at the 
beginning. 

It is presumed that the resolution of 
Councilman Ferriss calling for these as- 
bessment figures was intended as a step 
in the direction of a fair assessment. 
That it is wrong to levy less taxation on 
roads growing more valuable is.manifest, 
but the figures suggest that the system 
of assessment is not the rigkt one. 

The cost of a road is not a fair basis 
of taxation. The true basis of value is 
its earning capacity, that is, the value 
of the franchise. The difference be- 
tween the cost of the road, which repre- 
Bents the investment. and the value of 
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his whole duty to the public when he en- 
ables a company to acquire a valuable 
new franchise, in which the public inter- 
‘ests are wholly disregarded, in return for 
the performance of work required of it 
by its old franchise? 

In the protection of the public the fran- 
chise is woefully defective. ...._.._ 

It provides that the company acquire 


down-town, and in that case the charge. 
for the entire length ef line must be 5 
Cents. „ But if it does not choose to ac- 
quire this right, there is no provision for 
transfers and the road will become a 
feeder for the Suburban, the public be- 
ing compelled to pay full fare to both 
lines. : 

It is proposed to capitalize the road for 
$1,500,000, yet the city obtains for the 
franchise only 389,000, payable in small 
installments during a period of thirty 
years. 

The franchise was granted without re- 


lature after a hard struggle, in which 
press and people were united against the 
corporation lobby, which provides that 
all municipal franchises shall be sold to 
the highest bidder. This law was ignored 
on the mere opinion of City Counselor 
Marshall that it was not constitutional 
and if the people are to yeap any benefits 
from it they must fight for them in court. 

The franchise permits the railway com- 
pany to run cars to the down-town ter- 
minus at the rate of fifteen miles an 
hour—an unprecedented privilege and 
dangerous to the safety of the public. 

Is the yor willing to indorse and as- 
sume responsibility for such indefensi- 
ble franchise legislation? Is he willing 
to sign a bill passed in defiance of a law 
no court has declared invalid and which 
grants privileges inimical to public inter- 
ests for the enrichment of a few private 
citizens? 

Whose interests will Mayor Walbridge 
protect, the people’s or the franchise- 
grabbers’?

THE HOUSE’S RESPONSE. . 


The response of the House to the Pres- 
ident’s appeal for financial legislation is 
what was to be expected from a Repub- 
lican majority. 

Wool and lumbef are taken from the 
free list and are given a tariff duty, 
while a horizontal increase of 15 per 
cent is made on the tariff schedules of 
the Wilson law. The Secretary of the 
Treasury is authorized to issue 3 per 
cent five-year bonds to replenish the gold 
reserve and 3 per cent certificates paya- 
ble in three years to meet the deficiency 
of the revenues. 

The fact that the revenue bill was ac- 
companied by a labored explanation and 
defense which even attempted to twist 
Jefferson into approval of the policy it 
represented shows a recognition of a 
great change in. public sentiment 
wrought by the McKinley act and the 
great tariff struggle. But the bill itself 
and the protective argument accompa- 
nying prove that the Republican party 
is the party of plutocracy and will go 
as far in the direction of plutocratic leg- 
islation as it dares, 

The House’s action also shows how 
much the defeat of the income tax did 
for the tariff barons. It cut off a rich 
source of revenue through the taxation 
of wealth and supplied the plea of a 
deficiency of revenue as an excuse for 
laying heavier burdens for the enrich- 
ment of the few on the backs of’ the 
plain people,

A correspondent who says he is also 
an advertiser in the Post-Dispatch writes 
inclosing a number of clippings from 
newspapers tending to show that the re- 
cent war scare 8 injured.

The Post-Dispatch fully realizes that 
vast interests are at stake and that 
British bondholders and investors are 
not furthering American enterprises for 
the good of the country. Realizing all 
this, it prefers to stand for principle. 
It holds with Hallam that “for almost 
all that keeps up in us, permanently and 
effectually, the spirit of regard for lib- 
erty and the public good we must look 
to the unshackled and independent ener- 


gies of the press.“ °

tected. Here is a franchise which no one 
regards as worth less than $100,000 practi- 
cally given away, and when citizens pro- 
test they are told that they are impeding 
the progress of the community.

Excited Mob Stormed the Mergue 
While Murderer Lee Was There. 


An inquest was being held over the re- 
mains of Henry Lyons, who was murdered 
by Stagg Lee Wednesday night, Friday 
afternoon. A large crowd of excited negroes 


had collected: around the Eleventh street 
entrance to the Coroner’s office, and when 
Lee appeared, escorted by two policemen, to 
be taken to the Morgue and swom over

murderer. 

The negroes seemed determined to mete 
out summary vengeance, and although the 
officers used their clubs freely, they were 
nearly overpowered before assistance 
reached them.

The crowd opened up, a passageway and 
a squad of police escorted Lee to the 
Morgue, where he was sworn over the body 
of his victim.

The crowd outside grew larger and threat- 
ening cries were frequent. When the 
3 came out with their prisoner the 
cro surged about the entrance, but fell 
back when threatened with the officers’ 
revolvers, and the man was taken back to 
the inquest in safety, while the police dis- 
persed the mob. .

Friendly Yaquis reported the affair to 
the authorities and after a pursuit of sev- 
eral weeks the perpetrators were captured 
in their mountain home about the Ist of De- 
cember. They were taken to Guaymas 
and thence to the City of Mexico, where 
they will be executed. 

The names of the Americans are not 
known to the authorities, being a party of 
prospectors who had been panning gold in 
the Yaqui River some’months before they 
were killed.
